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Field Artillery Status 
At Present Outlined 


FRED T. AUSTIN, 
Chief of Field Artillery. 

BRIEF statement of the present 

status of the Field Artillery natu- 
rally includes a consideration of mate- 
rial, employment, and organization. In 
general, the Field Artillery is preparing 
itself, as best it can with the means at 
its disposal, for the satisfactory accom- 
plishment of its full and proper mission 
in combat if war should come. 

The Field Artillery weapons, now 
available for use with the Army of the 
United States, are in great part those 
which were left on our hands as a result 
of the World War, and it is with these 
weapons that we shal! enter any waz 
which may occur for some years to come. 
As a whole, they are excellent weapons 
and we may say that the armament of 
our Field Artillery compares favorably 
with that of any other country. 

Follow Ten-Year Program. 

The work of developing a system of 
artillery superior to that left in our pos- 
session at the close cof the World War, 
was begun soon after the armistice. A 
board of officers, known as the Caliber 
Board, made a thorough stu -y of the 
subject, and it is the approved report 
of that board which has formed the 
basis of our development work since the 
war. At the present time, this work 
is being carried on in accordance with 
the so-called “Ten-Year Ordnance Pro- 
gram of Extensive Service Tests and 
Limited Rearmament.” This program 
was laid down in 1927 with the purpose 
of giving us within 10 years the prac- 
tical requirements in weapons and am- 
munition as established by the approved 
report of the Caliber Board. The idea 
behind this development work is not to 
stage an extensive and costly rearma- 
ment of the Field Artillery in time of 
peace, but it is rather to effect only a 
limited rearmament where most essen- 
tial, and to design, build, and test units 
of the various types with the object of 
having on hand, at the end of the 10- 
year period, thoroushiy up-to-date stand- 
ards which can be brought into quantity 
production in an emergency with the 
least practicable delay , 

In the case of articles of equipment 
other than artillery weapons and am- 
munition, development work is proceed- 
ing in a similar manner. In cases where 
the nature of the articles will permit, 
the tendency is to designate commerciai 
types as standard in order to facilitate 
procurement. This is particularly true 
in the case of motor vehicles, where any 
possible solution of the problem of war- 
time procurement cemands complete re- 
liance on commercial types. 

The mission of the Field Artillery is 
to assist the other branches, especially 
the Infantry and the Cavalry, in combat 
by means of fire power, and in order for 
a Field Artillery unit to accomplish its 
mission satisfactorily, it must be able 
to do three things: To march, to com- 
municate, and to shoot. These are of 
equal importance and failing in any one 
the unit will fail to accomplish its mis- 
sion. All training is directly toward 
proficiency in these three requisites, and 
the sum total of the efficiency with which 
a unit can perform along these lines is 
the best peace-time measure of its com- 
bat efficiency. 

Motorization Discussed. 

The mention of marching brings to 
mind at once the question of motoriza- 
tion, in which the Field Artillery is much 
interested. Tests of motor vehicles are 
being held constantly. The many ad- 
vantages of motor traction over animal 
traction are appreciated, but the disad- 
vantages are also well known. For the 
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Meeting to Discuss 
Army Letters Planned 


OLLOWING the receipt of letters 


from Army officers of practically all 
Army branches in discussion of current 
Army promotion problems, it is expected 
that a meeting of representatives from 
Branches and Branch Associations will 


be held within the next few weeks to 
consider and summarize letters received 
to date, with the ultimate purpose of 
recommending action on noncontroversial 
proposals to Congress at the time of 
opening in December. 

Gratified at Response. 

Brig. Gen. George S. Simonds, 
sistant Chief of Staff, War Plans Di- 
vision, and president of the Infantry 
Association, has expressed his gratifica- 
tion at the response to the invitational 
letters as follows: 

“We are getting a great deal of re- 
sponse to the suggestion that officers 
express their personal views on promo- 
tion questions, and the general trend of 
opinion is favorable to these efforts to 
clarify the situation.” 

A letter from the Chief of Coast Ar- 
tillery, issued to all Coast Artillery 
Corps officers on Oct. 15, with the report 
of the Sept. 4 meeting of Branch repre- 
sentatives, concludes as follows: 

“With regard to the promotion list con- 
troversy, the representatives felt that they 
ecculd not, in justice to either side of the 
cuestion, take any action. 

“All Coast Artillery officers are requested 
to send in their views on the questions 
indicated in the above report as non- 
controversial. Expressions of opinion are 
especially desired concerning the separa- 
tion of controversial questions, such as re- 
visions of the promotion list, from the non- 
controversial in the framing of legislation 
irtended to remedy the promotion situation. 

“There being no Coast Artillery Asso- 
ciation it is requested that replies be sent 


direc* to the Chief of Coast Artillery. Of-

1. From the experiences of last year in 
regard to promotion for officer personnel of 
the Army it is evident that any bill which 
rearranges the promotion list of the Army 
will not remedy the dissatisfaction that 
exists, but rather shift the complaints from 
one-half of the officers to the other half. 
Furthermore, it is doubtful that the Army 
will obtain any promotion legislation at all 
if the officers hold out for a change in the 
list as it stands today. Flagrant as are 
some of the injustices in the present pro- 
motion list, it does not appear practical to 
rearrange it at this time. 

2. Practically all legislation is a compro- 
mise between two opposing factions. The 
time for compromise has come, and no

Pensacola Expansion 
For Training Forecast

IDE expansion of the training fa- 
cilities at the Pensacola Naval Air 
Station so as to increase the output of 
trained fliers will probably be the first 
step taken by the Navy Department to 
rectify the acute shortage of naval 
pilots and to provide the needed per- 

sonnel to man aviation afloat. 

This was one of the outstanding rec- 
ommendations made in the joint memo- 
randum submitted to Secretary Wilbur 
by the Bureaus of Navigation and Aero- 
nautics on October 7 and subsequently 
sent to the Pensacola station for com- 
ment and recommendations. 

Strength Increase Needed. 

Additional planes, more officer avia- 
tors for instructors and a marked in- 
crease in the enlisted personnel for 
maintenance of the ships are required 
so that larger classes can be under in- 
struction. The shore establishment is 
sufficient to stand this expansion and the 
officers and planes will have to be drawn 
from the operating forces. The enlisted 
personnel brings up again the question 
of the inadequacy of the present au- 
thorized enlisted strength. The demands 
of aviation for men will be increased 
considerably during the next year and 
it is probable that Congress may take 
cognizance of this and the fact that two 
cruisers and a fleet submarine are 
scheduled to be added to the Fleet and 
will grant an increase over the present 
strength, which is the number provided 
for in the present budget estimates. 

While it is pointed out that in Eng- 
land, for instance, aviators have a full 
two years’ period of training while we 
are turning out a finished product in 
about nine months, the plans for utiliz- 
ing Pensacola do not contemplate any 
extension of the course there. One rec- 
ommendation that is being given con- 
sideration is to curtail the period of 
training there even more and then to 
transfer the students to the Fleet to 
complete. the training in active service, 
a sort of post-graduate course.

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Specialism for Medical 
Corps Held Essential

S is true of civilian physicians, so it 

is true of Naval medical officers that 
their first concern is with the health of 
those entrusted tc their care. As it has 
become true in civil life that no one phy- 
sician is capable of acquiring the utmost 
skill in all branches of medicine, so it 
has become true in’ the Navy. Hence, 
specialism has become necessary and is 
being practiced to a very wide extent. 

In order that the personnel of the 
Navy might receive médical and sur- 
gical treatment of a grade equal to that 
given in the best civilian hospitals, 
special courses of instruction in the va- 
rious specialties have been given to med- 
ical officers who have shown aptitude 
and a desire to specialize. Upon com- 
pletion of these courses, opportunity has 
been given those who have received in- 
struction to practice their specialty. 

Manned By Experts. 


The result is that today our naval hos- 
pitals are manned by staffs of internists, 


surgeons, ophthalmologists, oto-rhino- 
laryngologists, urologists, roentgenolo- 
gists, laboratory experts, neuro-psy- 


chiatrists, and physiotherapists, capable 
of meeting any situation which might 
arise and well fitted to train the junior 
medical officers who are on duty in the 
hospitals. The American Medical Asso- 
ciation and the American College of Sur- 
geons have placed their stamp of ap- 
proval on the larger naval hospitals by 
classing them as acceptable for the 
training of internes prior to practice. 

It is sometimes said that the Navy 
requires all-round men of the type of the 
genera! practitioner, rather than spec- 
ialists; in its Medical Corps; that many 
of the medical and surgical emergencies 
arise in isolated spots where only one 
medical officer is present and, therefore, 
must handle the problem alone; and that 
the training of a specialist does not fit 
an officer for the executive and adminis- 
trative duties which he will necessarily 
perform in his later years of service. 

Generally Qualified Too. 

It is true that, in addition to being a 
specialist, a naval medical officer must 
be, to a certain extent, a general prac- 
titioner, in that it is necessary for him 
to have sufficient knowledge to treat in- 
telligently any disease or injuiy which 
might arise on a ship or at an isolated 
station. However, not more than five 
per cent of the medical work of the 
Navy is performed in locations where it 
is impossible to secure the advice of men 
well trained in the specialties. There- 
fore it is unnecessary to attempt the im- 
possible task of making one man a 
specialist in all subjects. 

Specialism Valuable. 

Some of the most capable executive 
and administrative officers of the Medi- 
cal Corps have been men who, in their 
earlier days, were outstanding examples 
of the value of specialism. 

Specialism in the Medical Corps of the 
Navy includes some branches not usually 
included in this term in civil life. Some 
medical officers are specialists in avia- 
tion medicines; others in gas defense or 
deep diving. 

It has been the policy of the Bureau of 
Medicine and Surgery in recent years to 
encourage specialism. That it has been 
justified in this policy is proved by the 


excellent medical service now accorded . 


the naval personnel, not only in naval 
hospitals, but also on board ships and at 
naval stations. 











Graf Zeppelin Fligh 






HE successful trans-Atlantic crossing completed by the Graf Zeppelin this week 

has caused a wide discussion among newspaper editors as to the practicability 

of the use of large dirigibles in time of war and their value for transport pur- 

poses. Visualizing dirigibles as a potent threat in war as well as an asset in peace, 
newspapers comment on the significance of the flight. 


HE Chicago Daily Tribune (Republican) comments: 


“The dirigible has its pro- 


ponents and opponents for peace or war, its believers and skeptics, but on this 
side of the water, save for formidable advocates like Rear Admiral Moffett, our in- 


clinations are all for the aeroplane. * 


* It did not fulfill the expectations of 


its most enthusiastic advocates in the late war, whereas the aeroplane became one 


of the most conspicuous and important of the new devices of warfare. 


With our own interest and energies concentrated upon the aeroplane, save for the 
special activities of the Navy it wou'd be a long time before an American pas- 
senger dirigible would find support, and we may be thankful that German science 
and practical enterprise are carrying on experiment in this field.”

Zeppelin floating over the Capitol and the White House demonstrated to Amer- 
ieans that the practicability of airships for long-distance travel and transport is no 
longer to be questioned. * * * The Graf Zeppelin is vastly superior to the pre- 
war airships turned out by Count Zeppelin, but it is not pretended that this vessel 
is the last word in airships. The United States, in fact, is about to build two air- 
ships exceeding the Graf Zeppelin in size and power. * * *” 


‘THE Baltimore Sun (Democratic) notes: “The arrival of the great German dir- 

igible Graf Zeppelin, is an international event of great magnitude and an 
event free from international jealousy. * * * Unconsciously, perhaps, we hail 
the Graf Zeppelin as a missionary of peaceful commerce, as a messenger of good 
will, more potent than a hundred diplomatic treaties. We have waged war here- 
tofore for safety or for gain. We shall hereafter be forced to keep peace for the 
same reasons, if we desire to keep on living.” 


HE Providence Journal (Independent) asserts: “The achievement admittedly 
: marks another step in the progress of trans-Atlantic air transportation. How 
important a step it may be is a matter that remains for the experts of the air to 
check up. The possibility that it registers any great advance toward the ultimate 
dream of established commercial air traffic between Europe and America is to be 
regarded as open to conjectural doubt. * * *” 


‘THE New York Times (Democratic) believes: “The third dirigible to cross the 

Atlantic from east to west, the Count Zeppelin, unlike the British R-34 and the 
Los Angeles, is definitely a commercial ship. She corresponds to the surface ocean 
liner and promises to be a pioneer of great ships of the air. Looking into the 
future, the trans-Atlantic dirigible may some day be as great an improvement on 
the Count Zeppelin as the Leviathan is on the Sirius and the Great Western of 
1838. The R-34 was, and the Los Angeles is, a warship of the air, constructed to 
carry only soldiers or seamen. They were forerunners of the commercial dirigibles.” 


HE New York Herald-Tribune (Independent Republican) takes this view point: 

“The great, rigid airships of the Zeppelin class are increasing both in stability 
and safety constantly. * * * In recent times the dazzling stunts of airplanes 
have served to put dirigibles into eclipse. But experts believe that before another 
year has passed the less spectacular, but more practical, flights of lighter-than-air 
craft will put them permanently on the map—not to take the place of planes, but 
to fit into the picture beside it, the one is the complement o° the other.” 





Promotion Revision Discussed 

(In accordance with its policy of pre- 
senting all representative views sub- 
mitted to it, pro and con on the subject 
of Army promotion list revision and 
pending legislation, the Army and Navy 
Journal publishes below an article op- 
posing revision. It is presented solely 
aa’ representing the views of the officer- 
authors of the article and not neces- 
sarily as an editorial expression of the 
Army and Navy Journal.) 





Both the Army and Congress are aware 
that the promotion of the commissioned 
officers is in a state of stagnation, This 
is due principally to the fact that there 
are in the Army over 5,000 officers of ap- 
proximately the same age who began their 
commissioned service during a period of 
atiout two years. Under the present laws, 
the promotion of this body of officers, 
usually referred to as the “hump,” will be 
such that when the senior is a colonel, the 
junior will face the prospect of remaining 
a captain for several years. In simple 
justice to these officers and to those who 
come behind them, and even more in the 
interest of morale of the Army, some s0- 
lution must be adopted that will give every 
one of these officers an opportunity for 
reasonable Advancement up to and includ- 
ing the grade of colonel. This is the is- 
sue, and the only issue, and Congress is 
ready to give relief if the service can 
agree upon what is wanted. So it is un- 
fortunate that this issue has been obscured 
by the action of a small minority of offi- 
cers who have loudly persisted in injecting 
into its discussion a totally extraneous 
matter, the revision of the promotion list. 
“ee 

This bulletin is issued by those officers 
who are opposed to any revision of the pro- 
motion list, in an effort to deal with the 
que tion fairly and fully. The reader is 
invited to investigate every claim as thor- 
oughly as possible. 

Historical Background. 

When the United States entered the 
World War its was in a state of unpre- 
paredness for military operations on a 
major scale. It had to mobilize, arm, equip, 
trnin, and transport to the theater of op- 
erations an army whose numbers exceeded 
anything previously conceived of in this 
country. Among the vast number of prob- 
lems which had to be met was that of pro- 
viding a commissioned personnel for the 
hastily mobilized forces. 

Immediately available were the officers 
of the Regular Army, a small Reserve 
Corps, and the National Guard of the va- 
rious States. The National Guard and the 
officers of the Reserve Corps wer. called 
into Federal service during the first few 
months. The expansion of the commis- 
sioned personnel of the National Guard 
ceased immediately upon its passage into 
Federal control, but steps were taken to 
expand both the Regular Army and the 
Reserve. The expansion of the Reserve 
was accomplished principally through the 
medium of training camps where a candi- 
date would establish, in three months of 
intensive training, his fitness for com- 
mand of troops. During the latter part 
«2 the war, officers from the training camps 
were commissioned in the National Army 
rather than in the Reserve Corps. In ad- 
dition to the officers appointed to the Re- 
serve Corps through the training camps 
there were a large number of officers so 
com especially in the noncombat-} 
ant branches and staff corps, because of] 
special fitness of professional qualifications. 
During and after the war these National 





Guard, Reserve Corps, and National Army 
officers were << lled “emergency” officers to 
distinguish them from officers of the Reg- 
ular Army. 

Expansion of the Regular Army was ac- 
complished by various means. West Point 
classes were rushed through and gradu- 
ated ahead of their scheduled times, the 
members of these classes upon graduation 
being immediately commissioned as fully 
accredited officers. Enlisted men who had 
demonstrated ability and integrity were 
commissioned as “temporary” officers in 
the Regular Army. But by far the largest 
number of additions to the officer per- 
sonnel of the Regular Army were those 
appointed “provisionally” in that establish- 
ment under the provisions of certain laws 
then existing. These officers were known 
as “provisionals” for the reason that the 
continuance of their commissions beyond 
a period of two years was contingent upon 
their ability to demonstrate during those 
twc years their suitability as officers of 
the Regular Army. In all other respects 
they were fully accredited as officers of 
the permanent establishment. Provisional 
officers came from various sources. En- 
listed men of the Regular Army, officers 
and enlisted men of the National Guard, 
and civilians with necessary educational 
qualitifications entered the service in this 
manner. 

As the war progressed the most of the 
officers of the Regular Army were pro- 
moted to higher grades. These promotions 
were temporary and the officers did not 
vacate their permanent commissions. Thus, 
a majér might be a temporary colonel, and 
a first lieutenant a temporary captain. 
Some of these temporary commissions were 
vacated during 1919 and early 1920, but 
most officers held these until June 30, 1920, 
when, by the National Defense Act, all 
officers were demoted to their permanent 
rank. 

Thus it is apparent that the officer per- 
sonnel of the wartime Army formed a 
heterogeneous group. Confusing as it was 
et the beginning, the situation was orderly 
and systematic as compared with that 
which existed at the time of the Armistice. 
During the months of the war, promotion 
had been erratic and reversals of position 
due to change in rank were common. In 
mos! cases promotions were the result of 
accidents of war rather than orderly opera- 
tion of a centralized system. No rules 
seemed to apply. In some cases an offi- 
cer was promoted because he was in 
“rance, while in other cases an officer 
would fail to receive promotion for the 
same reason. One colonel would have his 
adjutant promoted because he was a good 
officer, while another would not recom- 
mend him for promotion because he was 
too valuable to lose. No one was to blame 
for these conditions. It was one of the 
prices of the formation of a gigantic army 
from a nucleus of 100,000. But these facts 
show that when so much depended upon 
the vagaries of war and fate, the grade 
held by any officer at the end of the war 
could not by any conceivable means be 
taken as an accurate indication of the value 
of the services he had rendered or of his 
future worth to the Army. 


After hostilities were brought to a close 
the next step was a general demobilization 
ot the wartime forces. This was con- 
ducted by the wholesale discharge of per- 
sonnel, officers being discharged in large 
numbers from their emergency or tempe- 
rary commissions. However, the discharge 
of emergency officers or the demotion of 
regular officers to permanent grades did 
not affect all classes of officers equally. 
Whole divisions of officers returning from 
the battlefields of France were demobilized

Navy Pay Prospects Better 

ROSPECTS for a start at least on 

naval pay legislation at this session 
of Congress are increasing. The report 
of the McNamee Board, which seems to 
have the unqualified commendation of 
the service, has been carefully studied 
in the department and _ the tentative 
schedule will serve as a basis for legisla- 
tion that will embody the Board’s rec- 


ommendations. 

While official comment on plans for 
initiating Congressional action is with- 
held pending the taking up of the naval 
legislative schedule early next month, 
the interest taken by departmental offi- 
cials in the matter indicates that steps 
will be taken to bring the entire problem 
before Congress. 

Chairman Britten, of the House Naval 
Affairs Committee, has expressed an 
interest in the pay problem and it is 
highly probable that when hearings be- 
gin before his committee on _ the so- 
called Bachelor Pay Bill, introduced at 
the last session by Congressman Hale, 
he will ask that the Board’s report be 
transmitted to his committee. There is 
a possibility also that the department 
may instigate, through the customary 
budget proceedings, legislation to rectify 
the existing inequalities and to provide 
for a general increase in pay. 

Whether Congress will be willing to 
consider any general change in the 
present law that applies only to the 
Navy or will insist that any new law 
must include the other branches as did 
the 1922 Act is a moot question and is 
being given serious consideration. 

Admiral Morris and General McCaw- 
ley joined those praising the report, 
commenting as follows:

the Navy Pay Board indicates that much 
thought and study were given to the 
matter by the members. It seems to 
cover this subject thoroughly. That a 
need exists for a revision of law govern- 
ing the pay of the Navy is widely recog- 
nized.” 

Brig. Gen. C. L. McCawley, The Quar- 
termaster, U. S. M. C.: “The suggested 
changcs should appeal to everyone as 
it presents the inequalities in the present 
pay law which should be corrected. The 
present pay law is predicated upon the 
wrong principles, which the proposed 
law cor~ects.” 

In anticipation of requests from the 
Congressional committees for full data 
on the pay and the recom- 
mendations of the Board, much statis- 
tical data has been compiled and ex- 
planations of the various provisions of 
the report prepared. 

The following table shows the salient 
facts in connection with the 1908 Act 
and the Board’s recommended pay sched- 
ule with correction for the ratio, 2.05, 
between the 1908 and the 1928 dollar, 
as discussed in paragraphs 52 and 53 of 
the Board’s Report:

Army Has 48,000 Animals 
HE latest figures on the animal cen- 
sus of the Army indicate that there 
are at present 48,391 horses and mules 
on active duty throughout the service. 
These animals include the following 
classification: Horses, draft, 11,919; 
riding, 22,372; pack, 498; total, 34,789. 
Mules: draft, 10,905; pack, 2,697; total, 
13,602. 

The Field Artillery leads with 10,079, 
with the Cavalry second with 9,850. The 
Chemical Warfare Service has the small- 
est assignment of animals, with a total 
of 34. The National Guard comes in for 
a large number, with a total of 10,198. 

The comparison of the average prices 
paid for the different clases of horses and 
mules for the fiscal year 1928 with those 
of the fiscal year 1927 shows a decrease in 
the Government cost of mules of about 
$15 to $19 per animal.

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ARMY URGES PAY STUDY SIMILAR TO NAVY. 
NCREASING sentiment in the Army for a War Department study of the pay 
question is apparent in reports from the field as well as from officers stationed 
in Washington, D. C., and vicinity. While it is generally recognized that the pro- 
motion problem of the Army is the most urgent for solution, many officers contend 
that failure of the Army to take steps similar to the Navy in regard to the pay 


question may cause considerable delay “on the Hill” when the entire subject is 


taken up by Congressional Committees. ; 

The War Department has made no move to appoint a board as yet. From in- 
formal discussions it has been learned that no such action is contemplated because 
the Military Committees of Congress are being relied upon to look out for the in- 
terests of the commissioned personnel in case of readjustment. ; 

In many quarters it is pointed out that the portion of the report dealing with 
Marine Corps compensation can be applied equally well to the Army, the only duty 
performed by officers of that Corps which is strictly inapplicable to the Army being 
duty on shipboard with Marine detachments. 

‘It is considered likely that in the event of legislation which follows the recom- 
mendations of the McNamee Board, the War Department through the Military 
Committees will suggest such amendments as will include the Army in any new 
pay scale.

ILITARY and civilian Nimrod circles in Washington, D. C., and vicinity are 
M fervently ‘discussing the announcement that Lt. Col. * M. Wesson, Ord., U. 
S. A., of Aberdeen Proving Ground, had informed Maryland State authorities that 
hunters would not be permitted to erect “blinds” within the limits of the reserva- 
tion, much less take pot-shots at ducks there. The question is held vital, particu- 
larly to the ducks and duck shooters. It is pointed out that the latier are likely 
to make “duck soup” of themselves if they unexpectedly happen to get in the way 
of a firing demonstration within the reservation despite the precautions of the Ord- 
nance authorities. Hence it was as much to protect the hunters as to protect the 
ducks, that hunting was forbidden. Be that as it may, we are reliably informed 
that the Mallard and Canvasback factions at Aberdeen have started a “Wesson-for- 
President” club.

Give Navy Turnover Figures 
URNOVER of personnel in the Navy 
is always a matter of considerable 


concern and its bearing on the enlisted 


strength needed to properly man the 
Fleet is vital. In preparation for the 
Congressional hearings, using figures for 
the fiscal year 1928, the Bureau of Navi- 
gation has compiled statistics showing 
that the average turnover of enlisted 
personnel in the Navy as a whole was 
as follows: 

Average enlisted strength, 83,641; Aver- 
age losses for fiscal year 1928, enlistments 
expired, 22,884; Losses from other causes, 
9,019; Total losses all causes, 31,903; Per- 
centage of turnover to average strength, 
38.14; The losses were replaced as follows: 
Re-enlistments, 15,661 or 18.72 per cent; 
first enlistments to replace men lost through 
expiration of enlistment, 7,223 or 8.64 per 
cent; first enlistments to replace men lost 
through causes other than expiration of 
enlistment, 9,019 or 10.78 per cent, totaling 
38.14 per cent. 

The Bureau states that if we as- 
sume that no men re-enlisted in the 
ships to which they were attached when 
their enlistments expired, the above 38.14 
per cent would represent the average turn- 
over in “new blood” in each ship. In addi- 
tion to this “new blood” turnover, each 
ship is further affected by a turnover of 
“old blood,” estimated on averages as fol- 
lows: 

Transfers from sea duty to shore duty, 
and vice versa was 16.66 per cent. Exclud- 
ing recruits, there are about 20,000 enlisted’ 
personne! on shore duty and 60,000 afloat. 
The tour of shore duty is two years, there- 
fore 10,000 men must come ashore each year 
from the 60,000 afloat, Transfers of sick 
to and from hospitals, etc., was 2.40 per 
cent. Transfers from ships to Classes B 
and C service schools was 87 per cent; 
total turnover “old blood” was 19.93 per 
cent; total turnover “new blood” was 38.14 
per cent, making a grand total of 58.07 
per cent. 








Pensacola Expansion Looms 
(Continued from First Page) 
concern, there is no intention of “letting 
down the bars” by lightening up on the 
required qualifications. In some quar- 
ters it is believed that a less intensive 
course, lengthening the period of train- 
ing, will result in many candidates ac- 
quiring the skill, and knowledge that 
only those ideally adapted to the flying 
game now get in the short time of train- 

ing permitted. 

With respect to the shortage in en- 
listed pilots, the law requiring 30 per 
cent of naval aviators to be from the 
enlisted personnel, a number of recom- 
mendations are under consideration. One 
of these is to send those desiring avia- 
tion duty to one of the training stations 
or to Hampton Roads for rudimentary 
training before giving them the course 
at Pensacola.

URGES NEW JOINT PAY ACT. 
Sditor, Army and Navy Journal: 
ia Siew of the recommendations of the 
Navy Pay Board published in your issue 
of Sept. 29 it appears to be an on 
time to invite your attention to an article 
written by the undersigned in collaboration 
with Major Lee D. Davis, G. S. C., and pub- 
lished in the February, 1928, issue of the 
Infantry Journal under the title “Rank 
and Pay, Or What Have You? : 

Commendatory letters from various type 
officers of all ranks and branches of the 
service indicate that there is considerable 
merit to the principles enunciated in the 

icle. 

"- study of the report of the Navy Pay 
Board indicates that the changes recom- 
mended therein are in general similar to 
those recommended in the article written 
by Major Davis, and the undersigned. 

It is believed that the Navy Pay Board 
has recommended an excellent solution of 
the present unfair pay problem. - 

The discriminations and anomalies speci- 
fied in paragraph 36 of the Navy Pay Board 
report apply equally in most cases to the 
Army as well as the Navy and Marine Corps. 

The adverse effect of the Joint Service 
Pay Act of June 10, 1922, as amended, upon 
the commissioned and warrant personnel 
of the naval service is likewise felt by the 
Army. “ 

It is thought that the Army of the United 
States is generally in favor of the general 
basic principles set forth in paragraph 
50 of the Navy Pay Board report namely: 

Compensation should be based funda- 
mentally on responsibility borne and service 
rendered. This being true, it follows that 
rank or grade (responsibility) with service 
therein (experience contribute directly to 
efficiency) should govern. 

A base pay should be established for each 
rank, with an increment in each grade be- 
low that of a general officer after approxi- 
mately one-half the estimated time an 
officer shall serve in the rank. 

Likewise the basic principles set forth 
under j, k, 1, m, n and o of paragraph 50 
of the Navy Pay Board report are appli- 
cable to the Army. 

The depreciation of the dollar certainly 
effects all services alike. 

It seems probable that Congress in the 
near future will pass legislation promoting 
officers on the principle of length of com- 
missioned service as is the law governing 
promotion in the Medical Department. Such 
legislation will make the present scheme 
of pay highly discriminatory in that it fa- 
vors the junor officers with many years’ 
enlisted or constructive service whom with 
the passage of such legislation would no 
longer suffer by remaining many years in 
the lower grades. 

It is hoped that a new Joint Pay Bill can 
be legislated whereby all services may en- 
joy a sane equitable pay. 

I am sure it will be of interest to you 
to see the striking similiarity of the prin- 
ciples set forth in the report of the Navy 
Pay Board and the article written by Major 
Davis and the undersigned. 

It is all well enough to say let’s straighten 
out the “Promotion List” tangle before we 
become involved in new pay legislation, 
but the Navy is forcing the pay issue and 
there should be no discrimination in favor 
of any one service. Legislation along pay 
lines should be JOINT legislation applicable 
to all services. 

Such controversial matters as the rear- 
rangement of the “Promotion List” have 
little chance of favorable consideration by 
the Congress. It is believed that the recom- 
mendations of the Navy Pay Board applied 
with few modifications to all the services 
will prove to be noncontroversial and will 
receive favorable consideration from Con- 
gress in the form of a new JOINT pay bill. 

Let us hope that you will continue to 
represent the majority of the personnel of 
the services in the future as you have.in 
the past.

HE LAISSEZ FAIRE policy of the War Department with reference to equitabie 

compensation for the commissioned personnel of the Army is in striking contrast 
with the aggressive procedure of the Secretary of the Navy. The latter realized 
that Navy pay was not only unequal but grossly inadequate for the responsibilities 
borne, and intolerable when compared with the salaries paid in civil life for executive 
direction. He promptly appointed a board to investigate the matter, and its report 
is so clear that the country and Congress cannot fail to give it heed. The War De- 
partment sits with folded hands, and says complacenily that if the Navy should get 
an increase in pay, of course the Army will benefit; that the strategy to pursue 1s 
to have the sea force do the fighting and to point out that only fairness demands 
like treatment of the land service. 








E MAY BE WRONG, but in our view the Army gets nowhere largely because 

every one in power assumes it is unpopular with the people and that whatever 
it proposes is doomed to discard. We hold the contrary opinion. Throughout the 
country, there is a realization that the Army is essential for defense, and that in 
peace it renders inestimable service. In the work done in the South during the flood 
disaster, in New England where a like catastrophe caused suffering, in Porto Rico 
swept by a devastating hurricane, and on other occasions, the troops proved to be 
angels of mercy, and their deeds are not forgotten. Moreover, the people want their 
servants properly compensated. Instead of tagging on to the Navy, making that 
Service bear the brunt of the fighting, the Army should join with it and, besides 
spreading information through the action of a board, use its influence to gain sup- 
port for essential legislation. We strongly urge the War Department to name a 
board composed of officers who stand well, men like General Pershing, General 
Hines, General Summerall and General Harbord, and obtain from it a description 
of conditions in the land service as the McNamee Board did with reference to the 
Navy. The conclusions of such a board would be heeded. 


NO&F WOULD PAY increase agitation interfere with promotion legislation. Con- 
gress knows that action must be taken to remedy the injustices which now pre- 
vail, and as we have said repeatedly, it is merely searching for the means to remedy 
them without creating new injustices, and at the same time meet general Army 
sentiment. Through the observance of the Simonds’ plan—a plan which, by the way, 
we continue heartily to endorse—it is becoming clear that the Service by and large 
is in favor of the principles of the Wainwright bill without the McSwain amen1- 
ment. Thus when Congress assembles, there will be a definite base upon which it can 
build. We have had talks with Congressman James, the Army’s friend in Congress, 
and we repeat he has a plan in mind to secure legislation. Mr. James is back of the 
Wainwright bill; he is also for a separate promotion list for the Air Corps. He is 
especially insistent upon the latter. The other branches can acquiesce in the Air 
Corps proposal, if, at the same time, the general promotion problem is solved. But 
Mr. James cannot succeed unless backed by a practically united Army sentiment. 
Therefore, we want the get-together movement to succeed, and we believe if the 
non-controversial proposals receive endorsement there will be legislation. 


AJOR GENERAL LEJEUNE, Commandant of the Marine Corps, is also con- 

cerned about the promotion situation in his force. We printed with satisfaction 
an article from his pen in our issue of October 6, and it naturally caused a great 
deal of comment among Marine officers as well as among those of the Army and the 
Navy. It is our intention to cover with our usual intensiveness the hearings on the 
bill endorsed by the General, H. R. 15685, which will be held by the House Navai 
Committee immediately after Congress convenes. The reports will be interesting 
and valuable not only to the Marines but to the other Services, and will deserve 
the space we intend to give to them. 


YiILliaM RANDOLPH HEARST not only demonstrated his usual enterprise, but 
he performed a real service for America when he obtained and published the 
Anglo-French naval pact. That secret agreement, the origin and purposes of which 
still remain under suspicion, has done more to create misunderstanding between 
the United States and Great Britain than anything which has occurred since the 
Venezuelan incident during the Cleveland administration. Lloyd George describes 
it as “either the clumsiest or the most pernicious diplomatic act of modern times.” 
Moreover he reveals that there are voluminous technical annexes to the agreement, 
and because they are “too intricate to be understood by the general public” probably 
they will never be given to the press. Well, we would like to see those annexes, 
and our own experts could be depended upon to determine whether or not they are 
the innocent documents which it is claimed. Great Britain certainly would never 
have agreed to the French principle of draft and reserves without assurances of 
French support. British propaganda declares the London government made the 
agreement because of the fear of Russia in India and Afganistan and a possible 
alliance between Germany and Russia. It is vehemently asserted that the United 
States was not considered, and that Britain and America always will be friends. 
We hope so, but we are great believers in keeping our powder dry, and we therefore 
urge Congress to grant the Navy increase which the President is recommending. 


HE SAFE VOYAGE of the Graf Zeppelin across the Atlantic is a justification of 

the policy of Rear Admiral Moffett in insisting upon the construction of dirigibles. 
Criticized in some quarters as a result of the loss of the Shenandoah—criticism 
based upon misunderstanding and consequent ignorance—Admiral Moffett with 
thorough appreciation of the country’s needs and future developments urged con- 
tinued construction. As a result two additional dirigibles were authorized, and the 
contract for them was placed recently by Secretary Wilbur with the Goodyear 
Company. We have frequent accidents with airplanes; unfortunately we will have 
more of them. We have had accidents with dirigibles, unfortunately we will have 
more of them. But through the disasters we will learn lessons, which, as our guide, 
will bring safety and power. We are glad the Graf Zeppelin reached Lakehurst, 
and we predict that its voyage will be a stimulus for extensive production of this 


class of ships.

General Traub was born in New York

he became a 2d lieutenant ist Cavalry, and 
reached the rank of Major in 1911 and col- 
onel in 1916. During the World War he 
served as a major general. Genera? Traub 
was awarded a Silver Star Citation.

at the foot of the list as prepared to this 
int. 

“Fourth, persons to be appointed as cap- 
tains or Meutenants under the provisions 
of section 24, hereof, shall be placed accord- 
ing te commissioned service rendered prior 
to November 11, 1918, among the officers 
referred. to in the next preceding clause; 
and where such commissioned service is 
equal, officers now in the Regular Army 
shall precede persons to be appointed un- 
der the provisions of this act, and the lat- 
ter shall be arranged according to age.” 


These two ciauses forming part of the. 


promotion list have been the bone of con- 
tention for eight years. It has been re- 
peatedly asserted that they were misinter- 
preted by the War Department. They are, 
however, brief, clear and concise. The 
wording of these two paragraphs is in no 
way ambiguous, considered either by them- 
selves or as a part of the complete bill. 
When considered in connection with the 
paragraph outlining the general scheme of 
arrangement there can be no possible 
cause for failure to comprehen4 the inteu- 
tion of the law. This act was published 
to the service at large, and every cficer 
who applied for examination to entcr or 
re-enter the regular establishment had 
every opportunity and reasou to under- 
stand its provisions. It is evident that Con- 
gress not only intended that .he list should 
be arranged as it was and is .ow, but that 
it adopted every possible pre:aution to in- 
sure that it should finally ea.erge as in- 
tended. The War Department interpreta- 
tion of the language of the act couil not 
be other than correct. Shertly before the 
act was put into operation, » »vever, the 
Secretary of War caused a board to be con- 
vened to advise him as to whether or not 
the law hac been correctly interpreied. 
This beara consisted of General Jerv«y, 
Directer of Operations; General Chamber- 
lain, the inepector General, and Genera! 
Kreger, (ie acting Judge Advocate General. 
The board unanimousiy upheld the inter- 
pretation cf the War Department. 
Finally, atrention -s ‘nvited to the suit 
brought against the Secretary of War by 
an officer demanding his position on the 
promotion list be changed, claiming an in- 
correct interpretation of the act by the 
War Department. The Supreme Court of 


the District of Columbia dismissed the suit . 


and ruled .hat the National Defense Act 
ot June 4, 1920, had been correctly inter- 
preted by the War Department. Lyons 
vs. Weeks, 49 Wash. Law Review, 439. 

From the above it can be seen that 
Congress, having decided upon length of 
commissioned service as the method of 
forming the promotion list, wisely and in- 
tentionally adhered to this principle in 
placing the officers commissioned during 
the World War. 

The 1920 Examinations for Appointment. 

Section 24 of the National Defense Act 
provided that: “Not less than one-half of 
the total number of vacancies caused by 
this Act ... shall be filled by the appoint- 
ment, to date from July 1, 1920, and sub- 
ject to such examinations as the Presi- 
dent may prescribe, of persons other than 
officers of the Regular Army who served 
as officers of the United States Army at 
any time between April 6, 1917, and the 
date of passage of this Act.” 

The first and principal examinations un- 
der this provision were held during the 
month of July, 1920. Emergency officers 
remaining in the service and former offi- 
cers in civil life appeared before some 
200 boards of officers hastily convened by 
the War Department. The instructions is- 
sued to these boards permitted them a 
great deal of discretion, with the result 
that standards were very different within 
any one branch while between branches 
standards varied even more widely. Some 
boards gave difficult written examinations 
while others did not ask the applicants 
who appeared before them a single ques- 
tion bearing on professional qualifications. 
Tt is a matter of record that in the Quar- 
termaster Corps the proportion of officers 
appointed in the grade captain was three 
times as great as that in the Cavalry and 
five times as great as ‘» the Air Corps. 
In general, twice as many captains in pro-

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portion were appointed in the noncombat- 
ant branches as in the combatant branches, 
and only half as many second lieutenants. 
This discrepancy testifies to the fact that 
the examining boards and boards of re- 
view pursued their own independent pol- 
icies, varying from extreme liberality in 
some branches to extreme severity in 
others. 

The examining boards were directed to 
recommend officers for the various grades, 
but, since the National Defense Act pro- 
vided very clearly that the ultimate rank 
of an officer appointed in the grade of 
captain or lieutenant would depend solely 
upon length of service, most of the boards 
paid scant attention to the grades recom- 
mended and centered their attention upon 
the question of whether or not the appli- 
cant was qualified for permanent commis- 
sion. Some boards made it a rule to rec- 
ommend the lowest grade that the appli- 
cant was willing to accept. And many ap- 
plicants appearing before these boards, 
knowing well that their final standing on 
the promotion list would depend upon the 
date of their original wartime commission 
and not on the grade to which appointed, 
stated that they would take any grade 
tendered. 

It is therefore evident that the results 
of these examinations for appointment pro- 
vided no criterion by which the relative 
fitness of any officer might be compared 
with that of another appointed by another 
board. There was none of the closely cen- 
tralized control which had characterized 
the traditional examinations for entrance 
into the Regular Army. 

Investigation of Alleged Injustices. 

Since the intent of Congress was clearly 
expressed in legislation published to all of- 
ficers before the examinations for appoint- 
ment were given, it is difficult to under- 
stand how any group of officers can claim 
that they were not accorded justice in the 
formation of the prometion list. It would 
seem reasonable to suppose that before ac- 
cepting a commission an appointee, espe- 
cially one who had previous service expe- 
rience, would take the trouble to clearly 
understand the provisions of his appoint- 
ment. But such, apparently, was not the 
case, for agitation for a change in the pro- 
motion list has come from certain sources 
with increasing frequency since 1920. The 
War Department took note of this agita- 
tion first in 1921 when all promotion list 
officers were given an opportunity to pro- 
test their places on the promotion list. 
Less than four per cent of the officers on 
the promotion list protested and their com- 
plaints included over 50 different and con- 
flicting forms. However, the agitation did 
not stop. Consequently, in 1924, the Secre- 
tary of War appointed a board of general 
officers, presided over by Major General 
Shanks, to make ah exhaustive study of 
many proposed remedies. This board, after 
thorough investigation, recommended that 
the promotion list be not changed. 

Agitation still continued, and in 1926 
Congress itself took action. Section 4 of 
the Act of Congress approved July 2, 1926 
(Public No. 446) provided that “the Sec- 
retary of War investigate and study the 
alleged injustices which exist in the pro- 
motion list and submit to Congress on the 
second Monday in December, 1926, this 
study, together with his recommendations 
for changes, if any, in the promotion list.” 
The Secretary of War appointed a board 
consisting of the Assistant Secretaries of 
War and the Chief of Staff. The study 
which was made under whe direction of 
this board was exhaustive and compre- 
hensive. As a result of this study and the 
recommendations of his board, the Sec- 
retary of War in his report to Congress 
emphasized the conclusion “that revision 
of or change in the promotion list of the 
Army is not only impracticable but will 
be wholly ineffective in improving exist- 
ing conditions or in averting pending con- 
ditions that are immeasurably worse.” 

Even this did not bring an ené to the 
agitation, and with the evident desire 
finally to dispose of this question, the Sec- 
retary of War appointed another board of 
five general officers, headed by Major Gen- 
eral Patrick, and known as the “Patrick 
Joard.” Three members of this board, 
Generals Ely, Hanson and Booth, testified 
before a committee of Congress that when 
the board was convened they each were 
convinced that the list should be revised 
and that the board would revise it. This 
board caused to be appointed at each of 
the larger posts and stations of the Army 
an additional board for the study of the 
promotion problem, the total number of 
such boards reaching 58. The instructions 
to post commanders required that as far 
as possible the membership of each board 
include an officer representative of each of 
the promotion list groups, to the end that 
all sides of the controversy be fairly repre- 
sented. The reports of those boards form 
as aceurate a cross-section of the well- 
considered opinions of the services as it 
is possible to obtain. Of these 58 boards, 
42 were definite_y opposed to any change 
in the promotion list, and of the remain- 
ing 16 no two were in agreement as to the 
manner of change desired or the means 
of its accomplishment. ‘here could be no 
question but that the majority of officers 
of ths Army were opposed to revision, and 
in spite of its original intention to the 
contrary the board made thie its recom- 
mendation to Congress. 

After all of these investigations no doubt 
should remain as to the propriety of re- 
fusing to tamper with the present promo- 
tion list. Comprehensive testimony from 
all sources has been carefully considered 
by men whose positions clearly indicate 
that their decisions are worthy of confi- 


’ dence, and in every case the answer has 


been the same, that the promotion list 
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tary Affairs Committees, either House or 
Senate as the case may be, and are there- 
fore ready for consideration and disposal 
on the floor of Congress during the next 
session. It must be understood that the 
hearings by committees on these measures 
are entirely closed, except in the event of 
the recommitment of a bill to a committee. 

Certain parts of the wills are generally 
agreed to be favorabl> to the service as a 
whole, while other parts are controversial 
in the extreme. The controversial mat- 
ter is that dealing “ith a revision of the 
existing promoton fist and is carried in the 
Black bill in the Senate’ and in section 4 
of the Wainwright -Mciwain bill in the, 
House. Those objectionable features will 
be discussed first. 

The Black Bill (S. 3089). 

This bill, introduced in the Senate by 
Senator Black, was favorably reported by 
the Military Affairs Committee of that body 
contrary to the recommendations of the War 
Department. This bill is well characterized 
by Senator Reed of Pennsylvania in his 
minority report, to which reference has 
previously been made. He says, in part: 

“The bill appears to have but one pri- 
mary purpose, to cause a revision of the 
Army promotior lis: solely in the interest 
of a certain class. Provision for this is 
contained in section 2 of the bill. The 
provisions of the bill other than section 2, 
seemingly designed as a v2hwie to carry 
through this section, are but an assem- 
blage of provisions governing promotion 
and retirement that are higiuy itavorable 
to the interests of individuals and tiat 
disregard the interests of the Govern- 
ment.” 

The Wainwright-McSwain Bill (H. R. 13509) 

This bill, as originally introduced by 
Representative Wainwright forme: Assist- 
ant Secretary of War, contained no cor- 
troversial features. Mr. Wainwright» js 
fully acquainted with the situation existing 
in the Army as affected by promotion and 
retirement. When the bill intr: duced by 
him was revised in che Military Aftairs 
Committee of the House by the introduc- 
tion of what is now »#rtion 4 (providing for 
a revision of the promotion list), he filed a 
minority report which objects strongly to 
such revision. 

Section 4 of this bill is quoted below. It 
is substantially the same as Section 2 of 
the Black bill. 

“Sec. 4. That the Secretary of War be, 
and he is hereby, directed to cause the 
‘promotion list,” created pursuant to the 
provisions of section 24a of the Army re- 
organization act of June 4,,1920, to be re- 
vised and rearranged in the following re- 
spects and particulars: That upon the pas- 
sage of this act the names of all captains 
and lieutenants on the present promotion 
list, who were first commissioned in the 
Regular Army or Philippine Scouts to 
date after April 5, 1917, and before July 
2, 1920, shall be rearranged on said pro- 
motion list in three groups in the order 
next below mentioned, the first group com- 
prising the names of all such officers who 
held the permanent grade of captains in 
the Regular Army or Philippine Scouts 
on June 30, 1920, and those appointed in 
that grade in the Regular Army to date 
from July 1, 1920, otherwise than by pro- 
motion, who were not officers of the Reg- 
ular Army on June 30, 1920; the second 
group comprising the names of all such 
officers who held the permanent grade of 
first lieutenant in the Regular Army or 
Philippine Scouts on June 30, 1920, and 
those appointed in that grade in the Regu- 
lar Army to date from July 1, 1920, other- 
wise than by promotion, who were not offi- 
cers of the Regular Army on June 30, 1920; 
and the third group comprising all other 
names to be rearranged hereunder; and 
within each group the names shall be 
arranged in the order of active Federal 
commissioned service rendered between 
April 6, 1917, and Novmber 11, 1918, both 
dates inclusive, the name of the officer or 
officers having the greatest length of such 
service appearing first: Provided, that any 
captain or first lieutenant of the Regular 
Army as of June 30, 1920, who on July 2, 
1924, was in a permanent grade lower than 
held on June 36, 1920, shall in such rear- 
rangement be considered to be in such 
lower grade; Provided further, that 
amrong officers of the same group whose 
lengths of service are equal, arrangement 
shall be in the order of ages, the oldest 
first, and, if it shall occur in any group 
that two or more officers have the same 
length of such service and the same age, 
their names shall appear with relation to 
each other in the same order as upon the 
present promotion list; Provided further, 
that each class of the United States Mili- 
tary Academy within the rearrangement 
hereby required which was graduated dur- 
ing the calendar year 1917 shall be treated 
as a unit, without change of relative or- 
der or contiguity of names within the 
class, and shall be placed in said rear- 
rangement as a unit in the first group, and 
within said group according to the rules 
above prescribed, the age factor to be de- 
termined by the age of the oldest mem- 
ber of the class, and each class of the 
United States Military Academy within the 
rearrangement hereby required, which was 
graduated during the calendar year 1918, 
shall be similarly treated, and shall be 
placed in the second group; And provided 
further, that the names of the individual 
officers within the required rearrangement, 
whose original places on the promotion list 
shall have changed in conformity with 
any special enactment of Congress, or pur- 
suant to sentence of court-martial, shall 
be raised above or lowered below the place 
fixed by the foregoing rule, by the same 
number of files, respectively, that are, im- 
mediately prior to such rearrangement, 
above or below the place on the promotion 
list they would have occupied without 
such enactment or sentence. 

Objections to Black and McSwain Bills. 

The section just quoted contains the 
features of a bill introduced by Represen- 





| 











tative McSwain as a companion measure 
to the Black bill. Clearly, the question as 
to the merit of such legislation reselves 
itself about the question, “Sheuld the pro- 


motion list be revised"? The folowing 
paragraphs are devoted to arguments 
against such a change. 

In view of the fact that section 4 of this 


bill and section 2 of the Black bill are so 
nearly alike, the operations to the Blaek 
bill apply equally well to the Wainwright- 
McSwain bill. The views of Senator Reed 
as expressed in his -ninority report on the 
Black bill are authoritative and will am- 
ply repay reading. For those who do not 
have this report at hand the following 
paragraphs are extracted: 

“It is to section 2? of this bill that this 
report is primarily addressed. This sec- 
tion tampers with a matter of the greatest 
moment to the officers of the Army, their 
relative order for >recedence for promo- 
tion. A matter that can not be, and should 
not be, lightly, hastily, or ill-advisedly 
handled.” * * * 

“The fundamental unsoundness of the 
proposed bill lies ir the provision that all 
of the 5,000 officers snall now be arranged 
according to the rank they happened to 
hold in 1920. For those officers who wers 
already in the Regular Army it would be 
the height of injustice to arrange them, 
even among themselves, on the basis of 
the grades they happened to hold on June 
30, 1920. It would be an injustice to ar- 
range them according to rank among offi- 
cers who were later examined and ap- 
pointed. Officers who were already in the 
Regular Army lacked every advantage 
that the incoming officers had, the advan- 
tages of being examined, having their war 
records, educational cualifications and ages 
considered, and of ‘utilizing civil and mili- 
tary affiliations.” * * * 

“Even though al! facts pertaining te 
these examinations be swept aside and it 
be assumed that the officers examined 
emerged in grades according to relative 
merit, we have found only a means of ar- 
ranging these officers among themselves. 
There is still to be solved the problem of 
merging 3,000 officers who were examined 
and 2,000 who were not. The solution in 
the proposed legislation is a discrimination 
against these 2,000 officers and can lead 
only to trouble.” * * * 

Naturally, the promotion list is not uni- 
versally accepted as satisfactory. No rule 
for placing such a large number of officers

in relative order can be devised that will 
do absolute justice to each one, as he sees 
it. Grievances are accentuated by the pres- 
ent and prospective stagnation in promo- 
tion. To change the relative order of offi- 
cers merely transfers grievances and shifts 
the effects of stagnation from group to 
group. 

“The first and the urgent duty of the 
Congress is to relieve stagnation. This is 
not to be accomplished or assisted by 
changing relative orde:. When legislation 
has been enacted relieving the stagnation 
and thereby eradicating the most serious 
consequence of alleged injustices in pres- 
ent relative order, it will be time enough to 
consider if and how the order should be 
changed. To change the list in any way 
now is unnecessary and unwise and to 
change it by the enactment of ill-consid- 
ered class legislation engendered by an ac- 
tive vociferous mincrity would be ruinous 
to morale and efficiency.” 

These statements, coming as they do 
from an authoritative and unbiased source, 
should be sufficient in themselves to hait 
all further action toward a change in the 
promotion list, but the lobby for a change 
has been conducted unceasingly and sys- 
tematically by a certain group for several 
years and has gained a great deal of mo- 
mentum which is no* easily overcome. t 
is necessary, therefcre, to deal further wit: 
the claims of the revisionists and to fur- 
nish rebuttal to their arguments. 

The claims of the revisionists, when 
carefully analyzed, are found to center 
around two main points: 

First: That among themselves, former 
emergency officers should rank in accord- 
ance with the grades to which appointed in 
the Regular Army, captains above first 
lieutenants and first lieutenants above sec- 
ond lieutenants. 

Second: That officers appointed captain 
on July 1, 1920, should rank above officers 
who, on June 30, 1920, were first lieuten- 
ants in the Regular Army but who were 
promoted to captain on July 1, 1920. 

On_ the surface, the first of these claims 
appears eminently simple and just. But 
upon going below the exterior appearance 
and examining this claim in detail it is 
found that it has no strength at all. The 
answer to this claim is just as simple as 
the claim itself, disposing of it completely. 
It has been pointed out in preceding para- 
graphs that the outcome of the examina- 
tions given to the emergency officers for 
appointment to the Regular Army offers no 
criterion of the relattve merit of the ofli- 
cers or their past cr potential value to the 
service. If the examinations had been unl- 
form, complete and impersonal, there 
would be no valid answer to this claim. As 
it stands, this apparently strong claim is 
no claim at all. 

To point out the weaknesses of the sec- 
ond claim, it is necessary to go into a 
rather technical discussion. Throughout 
this discussion, the main fact to bear in 
mind is that the cfficer personnel of the 
Army cre:ted by the National Defense Act 
of 1920, was produced by the merging of 
the officer personnel of the Army which 
existed prior to that time, and newly ap- 
pointed officers admitied by examination 
from the emergency forces. Thus, officers 
from two distinctly different sources were 
merged together on -ne promotion list. 

Now, the revisionists claim that a cap- 
taincy in the old Army was exactly equal 
to a captaincy gained by examination, and 
similarly for the other grades. With this 
as a starting point they argue that the two 
streams should have been merged by plac- 
ing captains with aptains, first lieuten- 
ants with first lieutenants, and so forth, 
and arranging each grade according to 
length of service. 

Such a scheme would be remarkable for 
its simplicity, but would it be just? Would 
such a scheme give equal attention to the 
interests of both sides? Remember that 
the officers already in the Regular Army 
were expressly barred from taking the ex- 
aminations. Remember that the grades 
held by the regular officers were governed 
by rigid seniority } romotion by branches, 
and limited by the number of vacancies 
based on prewar authorized strength. Re- 
member that the examinations taken by 
many of the regular officers for admit- 
tance as second lieutenants were far more 
severe than the examinations given to any 
emergency officer. And bear in mind that 
the grades with which the revisionists 
wish to merge are the permanent grades 
as distinguished from the grades held dur- 
ing the war, and it will be easy to con- 
clude that the merger proposed is very far 
indeed from fair to toth sides. 

In the printed leaflet which is attached 
to this bulletin there are given most of the 
principal arguments against a change. 
The treatment of these arguments is not 
exhaustive, and several strong arguments 
have been omitted entirely. It is, however, 
concise and an effort has been made to 
convey in it a maximum of straightfor- 
ward information. A correction should be 
made to the statement that no suit has 
been brought to test the legality of the 
present arrangement; it has since devel- 
oped that such a suit was brought with 
the results previously noted in this bul- 
letin. 

Effects of Black and McSwain Bills. 

The far-reaching effect of the proposed 
revision of the promotion list can not be 
realized except after careful examination 
of all the facts in the case. It is a rough 
approximation of the case to say that the 
whole promotion list within the range af- 
fected, that is about 5,000 officers, would 
be completely shuffled. Groups and indi- 
viduals will lose or sain hundreds or thou- 
sands of files, the new list bearing little if 
any resemblance to -he old. A few exam- 
ples will indicate the radical nature of the 
proposed change: 

Among the most valrable officers who 
served during the war were those noncom- 
missioned officers of the Regular Army 
who were given temporary commissions 
early in the period of emergency, most of 
them during June and July, 1917. These

officers needed no training, for they were 
professional soldiers. A large number otf 
these temporary officers were appointed tc 
the Regular Army in 1)- Those who 
were appointed as captains would gain, 
according to the McSwain bill, some 250 
files each. Those appointed as first Lieu- 
tenants would lose about 900 files each, 
while those who, under the very faulty 
examining and appoirting system, were 
appointed second lieutenants would lose 
over 4,000 files. For examples, Captain 
James M. Grey, Q. M. C., served as an en- 
listed man from 1895 to 1917, mosily as a 
noncommissioned staff officer, was commis- 
sioned a second lieutenant of Volunteer 
during the Spanish-American War, and 
served during the World War from Atu- 
gust, 1917, to October. 1920, as a captain. 
As a result of the i920 examinations he 
was given a perman2nt commission as se.- 
ond lieutenant at the age of 48. The Mc- 
Swain bill would cause 4,100 officers now 
junior to him to be ;romoted above him. 

Another group thac loses badly as a 
whole are the former .vational Guard offi- 
cers who entered rederal serviee during 
July and August, 1917. In 1920 about on-- 
third of those commissioned permanently 
were appointed as -:aptains, about 10 per 
cent were appointed second lieutenants, 
and the remainder first lieutenants. The 
captains gain some 359 files, which is not 
a large number. But the first lieutenants 
lose about 750 files, while the second lieu- 
tenants lose over 3,400 files. 1t is apparen: 
that this group as a_ whole is heavily 
penalized. 

The largest number of officers who lose 
by this bill are the provisional officers 
These officers entered the service from 
June to August, 1917, either as the result 
of difficult written examinations graded in 
the War Department, or as honor grad- 
uates of distinguished military schools, or 
as specially selected candidates from train- 
ing camps. They were all permanent first 
lieutenants on June 30, 1920, although al- 
most all had served as captains during the 
greater part of the war. These officers 
early declared their intentions to remain 
permanently in the service, but would lose 
from 300 to 1,200 files on a revision, to offi- 
cers who entered the service temporarily 
after these provisionals had entered it 
permanently. 

The officers who gain are those who were 
fortunate enough to «merge from the nom- 
inal examinations of 1920 in the grade of 
captain, and the wartime graduates from 
West Point. Take the extreme case of 
Captain Ernest W. Wilson, F. D., who was 
commissioned a first lieutenant on Novem- 
ber 8, 1918, just three days before the 
Armistice. But in 1920 he was appointed 
a captain, and Mr. McSwain would elevate 
him above 4,015 officers who are now ahead 
of him on the promction list, many of 
whom were actually commanding troops 
well over a year before he was commis- 
sioned. 

Take the case of the officers commis- 
sioned from West Point on November 1,

The Furlow-Reed Bill. 

This bill (H. R. 22814), often referred to 
as the “amended Furlow bill,” as it wes 
passed by the House, provided for a sys- 
tem of promotion of officers of the Air 
Corps. The Senate Miiitary Affairs Com- 
mittee amended it so that its general pro- 
visions in regard to promotion included a!t 
ofiicers, but retained the special provisions 
for the Air Corps in regard to retirement. 
temporary promotion, ete. The Committ. 
reported it favorably to the Senate by 
unanimous vote, but Senator Blaciz yo. 
served the right to introduce on the floor 
of the Senate an amendment to revise the 
promotion list. This ainendment must je 
voted on before the ' ill may be conside:ed, 

This bill makes no change in the presenc 
promotion list, provides fer no enforced 
separation from the service, and, within 
certain limits, gives promotion aftcr a 
stated number of years’ commissioned serve 
ice. In it all controversial matters are 
omitted and the only provisions ineludei 
are those which all officers agree are nec- 
essary to relieve stagnation of promoticn 
and to reduce the evils resulting from the 
“hump.” The principal provisions . are 
summarized below. They apply to all offie 
cers on the promotion list: 

a. Second lieutenants and first lievien- 
ants will be promoted at the end of 3 and 
10 years of commissioned service, respece 
tively, without limitation. 

b. Captains, majors and lieutenunt col- 
onels will be promoted at the end of 15. 2@

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Legion Military Report 

San Antonio, Tex. (Speeial).—Follow- 
ing is the report of the American 
Legion Committee on Military Affairs, 
of which Col. D. J. Markey, of Mary- 
land, is president, which was adepted by 
the 1928 annual convention here, as 
briefly mentioned in last week’s issue: 

1. We reaffirm previous actions of the 
American Legion on Military Policy. 

2. We favor appropriate legislation to 
provide for additional recommendations, 
awards and citations for services in the 
armed forces of the United States. 

3. We commend the efforts of the Na- 
tional Rifle Association to again make our 
country a Nation of Riflemen, and to this 
end, urge the continuance of the aid now 
being given to Civilian Rifle Clubs in this 
country. 

4. We urge the continued support of the 
Chemical Warfare Service anc reiterate our 
position in opposition to the Geneva Gas 
Protocol. 

5. As Peace insurance and as a measure 
that in the event of future emergency will 
provide equal services for all and special 
profit for none, we again ardently recom- 
mend the immediate passage of the Uni- 
versal Draft Act. 

6. We recommend sufficient appropriation 
in the Army Appropriation Bill to provide 
for the increase in enlisted strength of the 
Air Corps in addition to the present author- 
ized strength of the Regular Army, and an 
authorized strength in the National Guard 
of 200,000 and for the proper training of 
26,000 Reserve Officers and 40,000 C. A 
T. C. Trainees. 

7. We urge that the War Department 
adopt a‘ more liberal policy in providing 
proper uniforms for all enlisted personnel 
of the Regular Army, National Guard, R. 
0. T. C., C. M. T. C., and enlisted reserves. 

3. We recommend retirement privileges 
for enlisted personnel of the Regular Army 
after twenty-five years of honorable service. 

9. We pledge anew our faith in the fun- 
damental principles enunciated in the Na- 
tional Defense Act of 1920 as being in just 
accordance with the necessity of National 
security and in keeping with American aver- 
sion to militarism. This Act which was 
made possible by the efforts of the Aimeri- 
can Legion contains all the essential ele- 
ments for an effective and harmonious de- 
fense of our country. We recommend, how- 
ever, that in order to provide a more effi- 
cient coordination of these components that 
the Secretary of War appoint a special 
committee composed of representatives of 
each component to make a study and rec- 
ommendations upon a complete coordinated 
plan of training. 

10. We endorse the principle expressed 
in the recently approved Multilateral 
Treaty outlawing war as an instrument of 
National policy, but we desire that the 
American Legion make clear to our people 
that the approval of this Treaty does not, 
in any way, guarantee peace. and does not, 
therefore, permit of any reduction in the 
very modest military establishment main- 
tained by our Nation for purely defensive 
purposes. 


Soldiers’ Deposits Increase 

Since the Act of Congress May 15, 
(872, authorizing Soldiers’ Deposits, 
1,361,498 soldiers have made deposits 
with the Government totaling $56,466,- 
372.58. Of these Soldiers’ Deposits, 
1,775,704 have been repaid a total of 
$56,495,358.19 which includes an accrued 
interest of $3.591,019.66. 


During the fifty-five years of its au- 


thorization, the Soldiers’ Deposit has al- 
ways been popular with enlisted men of 
the Regular Army. During the past fiscal 


year, the number of soldiers who made 
deposits with the Government was 23,260. 
This is a slight increase over the number 
of depositors in 1927, 22,793, and a marked 
increase over the number of depositors in 
1926, 10.196. It is interesting to note that 
during 1916-1920, including the World War 
9 Seamer of soldier depositors reached 
1,085,

As’ the wife of Brig. Gen. Roy Hoffman, President of tne R. O. A. of the U. S., 
the many activities of Mrs. Hoffman will naturally be of interest to the women 


of the Regular Services. 


Mrs. Hoffman may surely claim distinction in feminine 


circles akin to that achieved by her husband in military and business spheres. 
With four children and engrossed by their’ education, her activities have nat- 
urally centered in young people—home first but certainly not last and always. 
Two daughters and one son are married, living in Oklahoma City. Her son, Peter, 
eight years old, seems to have inherited his father’s love of things military. He is 
fighting the war over with dreadful havoc. The Central Powers are still suffering 
terrible losses, droves of soldiers becoming casualties and whole cities being de- 
molished almost daily. A nephew, Charles Pottenger, is also part of the Hoffman 
family. He is just completing his term at Peekskill, New York, and has received 


his apointment to West Point. 


Undoubtedly, Mrs. Hoffman’s deepest public interest and most constant effort 
has been in behalf of the Oklahoma College for Women, a State institution not 
common to many States. She had considerable to do in advancing the idea and estab- 


lishing the institution. 


The original purpose was to provide for girls, younger and 


of less experience than those drawn by the university, a school known for its home 


influence—without the atmosphere of a seminary. 


It has shown such outstanding 


results and is so generally appreciated that it is spoken of as the one State depart- 
ment which always gets everything it asks for from the Oklahoma Legislature. 

Mrs. Hoffman has helped in all the years since the War in rehabilitation, hospital 
work and care of the sick, wounded and disabled. Oklahoma, was one of the first 


States in the Union to build a hospital.

All of 
these she has aided in shaping legislation and securing appropriations. During the 
year General Hoffman was Department Commander of the American Legion, she 
went with him to almost every post ir the State. They made a thorough search for 


those who had service connection benefits. 


They prepared and presented the first 


bill for the relief of those who could not establish service connection. 

She has always had the deepest interest in, and understanding of, both her 
father’s and her husband’s business affairs, and during the period of the World War 
while General Hoffman was in France, carried on his business relating to lands and 
banking as well as her own work. She also served on the National Council of the 
Y. W. C. A., and assisted in the development of its program in the Army Camps, 
as well as handling a daily routine of ,Red Cross work. 

Mrs. Hoffman is a member of the Executive Board of the Art League and 
Ladies’ Music Club and belongs to the D. A. R. She is a descendant of the Virginia 
Curtis family through her grandfather, John Smith Curtis, of Virginia, and through 
the Conklin line of New York and the Ezekiel Mulford line of New England. She 
is a member of the Protestant Episcopal Church and is devoted to its interests. In 
early years she was educated at the College of the Sisters of Loretto and later at 
the College of the Sisters of Bethany, Episcopal School at Topeka, Kansas. 

Mrs. Hoffman has always lived in the West and has great enthusiasm for the 


sports and outdoor activities. 


General and Mrs. Hoffman were expecting to be married shortly when the 
Spanish-American War was declared and Private Hoffman enlisted, but as soon as 
peace was declared, he came home for her and their wedding journey was to Cuba.

and 26 years, respectively, except that the 
number of colonels shall not exceed 6 per 
cent, the lieutenant colonels 8 per cent, nor 
the majors 26 per cent of the maximum 
number of promotion list officers of all 

grades. 

ce. The number of promotion list field 
officers shall not be less than 26 per cent 
of the maximum authorized number of 
promotion list officers of all grades, and 
eaptains with less than 15 years’ service 
will be promoted to maintain this minimum. 

d. The laws restricting the employment 
of retired officers are repealed. 

e. Each year not to exceed 1 per cent 
of the promotion list officers may be re- 
tired upon their own applications, with 
pay at the rate of 2% per cent for each 


f. To provide the Air Corps for the 
time being with field officers now lacking, 
eaptains, majors and licutenant colonels 


ceed one grade to provide certain percent- 
ages of the total number of flying officers 
in each grade. 

g. Officers of the Air Corps may count 
for retirement time and a half for all fly- 
ing time, and if flying officers of this corps 
become physically disqualified for flying 
duty they may be retired. 

It can be seen that the provisions of this 
bill are extremely favorable, and that all 
officers will be benefited by it. It pro- 
motes second lieutenants in three years 
instead of six as at presént, increasing 
their monthly pay at least $50. It pro- 
motes immediately all of those first lieu- 
tenants who served during the war. For 
captains and field officers it offers a greatly 
accelerated rate of promotion, and the cer- 
tainty that all officers, except those wilco 
accepted low grades at advanced ages, will 
eventually reach the grade of colonel. The 
following figures show clearly to what ex- 
tent promotion will be accelerated .by the 
provisions of the Reed-Furlow bill:

Maximum number of field officers: Pres- 
ent laws, 2,772; Furlow-Reed bill, 2,557. 

Maximum increase in the strength of 
the field grades would come in 1932 when 
officers of the World War now captains 
would have completed 15 years’ service. 

Promotion by length of service with 
limitations as to the number of field grades 
is a mean between .wo extremes. It gives 
officers of the “hump” and those behind it 
assurance of reasonable promotion, but 
when the “hump” has disappeared pro- 
motion will resume a course substantially 
the same as in the past. At the same time 
it does not allow such a glut of field offi- 
cers that there will be no proper duties fo: 
them to perform. Those supporting the 
McSwain bill give as one of its strong 
points the fact that it does not limit the 
number of majors. But they do not pub- 
lish the fact that a conservative estimate 
taking into account normal casualties 
shows that in 1934 these would be over 
6,000 officers. This in a list of less than 
11,000 officers of the Army. Such a situa- 
tion would greatly affect the efficiency of 
the Army and bring down upon it public 
ridicule. 

The Furlow-Reed bili! offers a solution 
of the promotion problem to which no offi- 
cer can reasonably object, and which Con- 
gress is willing to give if the service will 
agree to its principles. It protects the in- 
terests of the Government and offers all 
officers increased promotion. It is elastic 
in its nature and in a skillful manner dis- 
poses of the problem of the “hump.” 

Summary. 

Proponents of a change in the existing 
promotion list base their entire case on the 
claim that the examinations which they 
took on entry into the Regular Army in 
1920 should determine their relative rank 
among themselves, and that if they were 
commissioned as captains they should be 
placed above all officers of the Regular 
Army who, on June 30. 1920, were perma- 
nent first lieutenants, regardless of length 
of service of the individuals concerned. 

It has been shown that their arguments 
are absolutely without foundation because: 

a. The examining boards of 1920 were 
hurriedly assembled and were not issued 
full and complete instructions as to the 
manner in which the examinations were 
to be given. 

b. The actua) standards adopted by 
these many boards were widely different, 
some boards giving rigid written examina- 
tions and others perfunctory oral inter- 
views. 

e. Many, if not all, of the examining 
boards understood the provisions of the 
act under which these officers were being 
admitted, and knew chat the relative posi- 
tions of such new officers on the promo- 
tion list would be fixed in terms of length 
of service and of age, this regardless ol 
the grade in which commissioned. These 
boards concerned themselves. primarily 
with determining the candidates’ qualifica- 
tions for holding permanent commissions 
rather than with trying to allot them spe- 
cific commissioned grad 

d. Many candidates for commissions had 
the forethought and intelligence to read 
and understand the provisions of the biil 
before taking the examination. Realizing 
that their positions .. the promotion list 
would be determined by length of service 
rather than be the result of the examina- 
tions, they stated to the boards that they 
would accept any commission offered them, 
and consequently many of the most ca- 
pable were commissioned as first and sec- 
ond lieutenants. 

e. Even though the facts pertaining to 
these examinations be disregarded, and it 
be assumed that appointments given were 
those for which the «fficers were fitted, the 





fact remains that these examinations did

may be temporarily promoted not to ex-' 


between the 3,000 incoming emergency offi- 
cers and the 2,000 officers of the Regular 
Army with whom they were to be merged. 
These officers dy in the Regular Army 
had served during the war, over the same 
periods of time, in the same grades, and 
performing the same Cuties as those who 
were newly commissioned. The revision- 
ists are attempting to bring about an ex 
post facto arrangement, or merging, in 
which their newly acquired grades on a 
certain day are compared with those held 
by the Regular Army officers on the pre- 
vious day. On the “rst of these two days 
the former were civilians and the Jaiter 
were first lieutenants; on the second day 
all were captains. Obviously a comparisoa 
of grades on different dates is out of the 
question. Since on the same date they 
held the same grade, ar arrangement ac- 
cording to length of commissioned service 
is the proper solution. 

Not only are there no sound arguments 
for a revision of the promotion list but a 
change after so many years would violate 
rights that have beeome vested in those 
whose positions are attacked, and would 
greatly impair the morale and efficiency of 
the service. 

a. The National Defense Act of 1920, in 
forming the promotion list, provided that 
“The place of any officer on the promotion 
list once established shall not. thereafter 
be changed, except as ¢ result of a ceurt- 
martial.” This is tne only contract that 
an Army officer has with the Governmen:. 
To deprive an officer of his place on the 
promotion list, a place which for eight 
years has been assured to him by law, 
would commit against that officer a great 
injustice, for the eight years of his life 
which he has given to his profession and 
to the service of the Government can not 
be restored to him. His loss would be ir- 
retrievable for he can not, at this late 
date, find a proper place in a new pro- 
fession. 

b. The devastating effect upon the serv- 
ice, of a change in the order of promotien 
can hardly be overestimated. Stability of 
rank and precedence for promotion is a 
matter which is vital to the contentment 
of all military persons. Because of thes 
autocratic character of the contre] which 
a military superior must exercise over his 
subordinates, a reversal of their positions 
is certain to cause bitterness of the worst 
sort. 

Conclusion. 

Therefore it must be concluded that: 

a. The promotion list should not he re- 
vised. 

b. That stagnation of promotion should 
be corrected by legislation similar to the 
Furlow-Reed bill now before the Senate.

Coast Artillery Corps. 

I understand that the Officers in the Coast 
Artillery Corps are forwarding to you an 
expression of their preference for the va- 
rious bills which have been submitted be- 
fore Congress favoring legislation for pro- 
motion for the Officers of the Army. 

I wish to be on record as favoring the 
noncontroversial features of the promotion 
a as embraced by the “Reed-Furlow” 


I am also opposed to any measure which 
would alter the present promotion-list 
standing, not because this would affect me 
personally in any way, but because I feel 
that no satisfactory solution of this prc blem 
can be reached without a great deal of con- 
tention which, in turn, would defeat more 
conservative measures and set a bad prece- 
dent for the future. 





In accordance with the request of Brig- 
adier General Simonds, president of the 
Infantry Association for an expression of 
opinion of all officers on pending promo- 
tion legislation, the following statement 
is submitted Ly all promotion list officers 
at this station. 

We, the undersigned promotion list offi- 
ters, unanimously approve the general 
proposition that it is urgent that the 
present promotion situation be clarified and 
that remedial legislation be enacted. We 
believe that all controversial measures 
should be eliminated from pending bills 
and that a united front be presented by 
all officers in an effort to pass some measure 
or measures which will modify the present 
existing intolerable conditions. We believe 
that any bill which will provide:

I am heartily i~ favor of promotion as 
stated in your paragraphs a, b, ¢, d, and e, 
of the Journal of September 8th. 

Give those of us in the “hump” something 
to look forward to. But do not let it be 
a prospect of forced elimination, when it is 
rather late for many of us to begin all over 
again. 

Revision of the promotion list at this late 
date would only serve as a precedent for 
further revisions. I believe that there are 
as few discontented ones under the present 
arrangement, as there could be under any 
practicable revised promotion list. 





In accordance with the invitation pub- 
lished by you on Sept. 8 I write to express 
my views on the promotion situation. 

I believe that the attempt to sort the con- 
troversial matter from that which is gen- 
erally acknowledged to be for the benefit of 
all concerned is based on good level headed 
judgment and is certain to produce benefi- 
cial results. I believe that the revised Fur- 
low bill, as it was reported from the Senate 
Military Affairs Committee, should be ap- 
proved by every officer of the service. I am 
opposed to any change of the promotion list, 
for, in this case at least, two wrongs do not 
make a right. 

I am convinced that officers who oppose 
the passage of the revised Furlow bill, and 
who hire a lobbyist to gain their ends, prove 
by this act that what they desire more than 
promotion is preferential treatment. Their 
dog-in-the-manger attitude proves conclu- 
sively that they are actuated by self-inter- 
est, and that their regard for the welfare 
of the service does not exist. 

I hope that the action taken will result in 
a full expression of opinion by all officers, 
in which there can be only one conclusion, 
that promotion should come after a stated 
number of years of service, and the pro- 
motion list should not be changed.

In accordance with the request that of- 
ficers of the Army submit their views on 
the promotion situation that appeared in the 
Army and Navy Journal of Sept. 15, the 
officers on duty at Fort Wayne desire to 
state that they are in favor of the follow- 
ing noncontroversial propositions: 

1. The principle of promotion after a 
stated number of years in each grade, as 
follows: first lieutenant, 3 years; captain, 
10 years; major, 15 years; lieutenant col- 
onel, 22 years; colonel, 26 years. (This is 
based on half of an officer’s normal service 
being spent in company grade and half in 
field grade.) 

2. The principle of advancement of offi- 
cers after prescribed periods, without rigid 
regard to the numbers that may result in 
the varying grades. 

3. The restrictions governing the free- 
dom of action of retired officers in respect 
to their holding civil office or employment 
should be removed. 

4. The reduction of the “hump” by en- 
forced separations from the service is un- 
wise and unnecessary. 

5. Encouragement of the reduction of the 
“hump” by permitting officers to retire or 
transfer to an inactive Regular Officers’ 
Reserve, or by their own application, with 
suitable compensation, based on the num- 
ber of years of active service with which 
they are credited for pay purposes. 

The officers on duty at this station feel 
that the present rate of pay is entirely in- 
adequate and suggest that it be increased.

F. A. Status Outlined 
(Continued from First Page) 
light division artillery, which must keep 
up with the Infantry in combat regard- 
less of weather and road conditions, the 
six-horse team is still considered the 
most dependable source of motive power. 
There are types of Field Artillery, how- 
ever, for Which motors have already sup- 
planted animals, and of the 1,500 odd 
Field Artillery firing batteries comprised 
in the War Department General Mobi- 
lization Plan, over 53 per cent are classed 
as motorized. The question of procure- 
ment also has an important bearing upon 
the motorization of the Field Artillery, 
since upon mobilization the requirements 
in motive power are so great that full 
use must be made of all available and 
suitable means. To put reliance on a 
sufficiency of either animals or motors 
to the exclusion of the other, would be 
most unwise. The question of motoriza- 
tion is one in which great interest is 
displayed, not only in the Army but in 
the country at large, and the Field Ar- 
tillery, working with the supply serv- 
ices, is keeping abreast of developments 
in this country and ir foreign countries 
with a view of extending its motoriza- 
tion whenever conditions shall justify 

such a move. 

Efficient means of signal communication 
are essential to the satisfactory function- 
ing of modern field artillery, and of all the 
problems that confront the field artillery- 
man upon the battlefield, those of liaison 
and communication are usually the most 
difficult to solve. Consequently, in time of 
peace, experiments and tests are carried 
on continuously with a view of keeping in 


touch with the latest scientific develop- 
ments, of bettering our methods, and of 
simplifying and improving our equip- 
ment. 


In the development and research work 
connected with the devising and procur- 
ing of field artillery weapons, ammunition, 
and other articles of equipment, the supply 
services are guided by requirements as 
established by the Field Artillery, and in 
this manner the closest cooperation is as- 
sured. 

With reference to shooting, that is, the 
ability to deliver artillery fire when and 
where needed, progress is being made 
along technical lines with a view of in- 
creasing the accuracy, rapidity, and con- 
tinuity of fire; of improving and simplify- 
ing methods of controlling fire, and of 
perfecting methods which will permit full 
advantage to be taken of the characteris- 
tics of our present weapons and of the 
long range and wide traverse which may 
be expected in those now being developed. 

As a basis for the organization of the 
Field Artillery of the Army of the United 
States, we have the requirements of the 
War Department General Mobilization 
Plan. For purposes of mobilization, the 
field artillery units comprised in that plan 
are allotted to the Regular Army, the Na- 
tional Guard, and the Organized Reserves. 
In the cases of the Regular Army and the 
National Guard, these allotted units are 
further divided into active and inactive 
units, while in the case of the Organized 
Reserves, they form a frame-work of or- 
ganizations to which officers may be as- 
signed. In the event of a general mobili- 
zation, the field artillery to be mobilized 
in the first period consists of all active and 
inactive Regular Army units: all active 
National Guard units; and such number 
of units of the Organized Reserves as are 
specified in the plan. Of the total num- 
ber of firing batteries allotted to the Reg- 
ular Army under this plan, the present 
actual strength of the branch permits the 
maintenance of only about thirty-two per 
eent on an active status, or, excluding 
units pertaining to overseas garrisons, 
only about twenty-five per cent. Of the 
total number of firing batteries allotted to 
the National Guard, about eighty per cent 
are active. With respect to the field ar- 
tillery of the Organized Reserves, since the 
enlisted men for these units are expected 
to be obtained through the operation of a 
selective service law, the best idea of the 
readiness of these units for mobilization is 
obtained by examining the status of the 
Field Artillery Section of the Officers Re-« 
serve Corps. On June 30, 1928, there were 
nearly ten thousand field artillery officers 
(not members of the National Guard) in 
the Officers Reserve Corps. The Feld-Ar- 
tillery Section is steadily growing year by 
year and, at the present time, the sec- 
tion is not far below what may be con- 
sidered as the initial requirement in field 
artillery officers of a general mobilization.
